Dear Sirs: 

• I am writing to you as ex-member and ex -legal representative of 
the Fart jdp Socialists de los Trabajadores (Socialists W orkeesL. Pnrty 
to express our preo ecu pat Lon about the situation of a few of the members 
of our party who are now detained or W 10 have been abducted. 

The ex-FartLdo Social Lsta de los Trabajadores was a fully recog- 
nised political organization, which took part In the last elections, 
with candidates of their own* Dne of our candidates was Hr Dose Francisco 
Paez, who was our candidate to the v Lee pres Idency. At the moment "r Paez 
is In jail in Sierra Dhlca, hLs detention, which took place during the 
last months of the Peronist regime was the climax of a series of attacks 
against our organization, our offices, our members — 17 of our members 
were murdered by the fascist gangs j one of them a member of our National 
Committee. On Jl *arch 2Lth 1976, the military junta illegalized ufl Lnstead 
of "suspending" our activities as in the case of other political parties. 
To show our disagreement against this measure we have started legal action 
against it. ^o fa r we have received no answer to our inquiries. 


‘‘uring our interview with rJ s Oerian we handed her a list of all 
the members of our party — students, workers, professional people — who have 
disappeared or who are in jail. Now we would like you to receive the same 
list as a piece of information*. 


Most of the cases of abductions and imprisonments took place 
after hhe military coup, in 3pite of the fact that we were a legally recog- 
nized organ izaticn, and in spite of the fact that we have always battled 
against the use of violent actions to solve the problems of our country. 

A proof of this is the fact that so far our members vho have been detained ‘ 
have had no charges brought against them for having performed any guerrilla 
activities, on the contrary, the only charge that might be brought against 
them is their having socialist Ldeas. To prove this. Amnesty International 
has adopted all .our ex-members who have been detained and has started arv 
international campaign, in their favour. 


however we are most worried about those of our ex-members who have 
disappeared. Among them there are very important union leadera S 3 Arturo 
Apaza, famous scientists as Federico Alvarez Hojas and his wife, or profes- 
sional men as Eduardo VLllaorllle. The whole of the parlamentarians of the 
rartido oocialista Obrero -tspahol has asked for an investigation of all 
these cases to the Argentinian Ambassador in Spain, who promised to look into 
this problem. 


Now that we introduced you to the general picture of our situation 
we would like to present to you a special case. That of Dose Francisco Paez. 
as we dald before, Faez was candidate to the vicepres idency 7 of our country, 
and was detained after a meeting of all the representatives of the political 
parties of our country with the governor of Cordoba.— during the Peronist re- 
gime. This meeting had been called to ask all political parties to make 
statements against the violence that was assolating the country. Ah Lie he 
was detained he was accused of "illicit association." After several months of 
legal procedures, the judge considered that the proofs brought against him 
were LnsufficLent and decreed his freedom. This took place on August 6th 1976. 
Now, a year after that decision, he Ls still In jail in Sierra ^hica, "at 
the disposal of the Executive". Very famous people have asked our government 
to set him free: parlamentarLans of different countries, artists like Ives 
m^ntand, writers like dartre and his wLfe, organizations as Amnisty Interna- 
tional. 


J-f we are writing to you it is becaase we consider that you may 
onsitierably help us inour campaLgn for free our members and to maxe appear 
those who have disappeared. Through this information that we are giving you 
we want to respond to the campaign in favour of human rights started by 
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
